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— Catalogue Shortage 


i puat Great Britain is now 
facing in the way of a 
shortage of annual 
stamp catalogues may 
yet come to America if 
the War continues long 
enough. 

The Philatelic Trader of October 81, 
headlines “Stamp Catalogue Famine.” 
The acute shortage causes the “Phila- 
telic Magazine” of November 7, to in- 
qire “Are Annual Whole-World 
Catalogues Necessary?” 

Faced by an actual shortage of the 
editions of the various English Stamp 
Catalogues this year and with a more 
evident larger shortage in the coming 
year. Albert H. Harris, Editor of the 
Philatelic Magazine tackles the ques- 
tio as to whether a new edition of a 
stamp catalogue is necessary every 
year. Were paper and supplies plenti- 
ful Mr. Harris probably would stay 
away from such a subject but since 
the situation is forced on the pub- 
lisher as well as the collector, no great 
harm can befall Mr. Harris for ques- 
tioning the need of an annual catalog. 

In doing so he is of course throwing 
a monkey-wrench into the profitable 
publishing business of the publishers, 
that may go a long way toward jam- 
ming their machinery. Over here, Mr. 
Clark threw the same wrench into 
the machine by threatening to make 
two “Cats” where we have had but 
one “Cat” before. While Britain is suf- 
fering from a paper shortage and may 
have to do with less “Cats”, Mr. Clark 
is disregarding fate and threatening 
adouble barreled “Cat” for the Amer- 
ian collector.

Already there are rumors of a cur- 
tailment of paper production in 
America and that we will have a cur- 
tailment is a certainty that must be 
faced, so why not try to condense 
rather than expand. Rumor has it that 
increased paper prices are threaten- 
ing the profits of publishers of maga- 
zines and this includes stamp maga- 
zines as well as other kinds. Readers 
of magazines can look for an increase 
in price in some of the papers, while 
others will try to overcome the in- 
creased cost of production by passing 
it on to their advertising patrons and 
some of the more sensible publishers 
will take the same step this publica- 
tion took some time ago and cut the 
quality of their paper, knowing full 
well that not one reader out of every 
twenty-five or fifty keeps his stamp 
papers anyhow and that newsprint 
which is all you get in your daily 
paper will bring you the news and of- 
fers as well as slick paper. 

Of course in those papers where the 
circulation is but two or three thou- 
sand copies per week the paper cost is 
not a big problem, but a publication 
with 13,000 to 14,000 weekly issue can 
make a considerable saving in operat- 
ing costs by using paper of cheaper 
quality. 

Over in England the Whitfield King 
1942 catalog was sold out some weeks 
ago and the publishers are offering to 
buy back at an increased price. Gib- 
bons are refusing further orders for 
their 1942 edition of their simplified 
catalogue and they also announce that 
the 1942 edition of their regular Brit- 
ish Empire catalogue will probably

not appear for another six months and 
make no announcement at all as re- 
gards the Part II for Foreign Coun- 
tries. 

Thus collectors will in many cases 
have to get along two years on the 
same catalogues and Mr. Harris re- 
marks “We do not think either the 
trade in stamps, or the hobby of 
philately will suffer by the shortage.” 


Questioning the need for an apnual 
catalogye, The Philatelic Magazine 
says further, 


“So it is a fact that the vast ma- 
jority of price-alterations in any new 
catalogue are those which affect the 
stamps of the last three years. Stamps 
of many older issues “stay put” for 
year after year in the catalogues 
with little sign of change. Therefore 
to reprint all these pages 75 per cent 
unchanged, and force collectors and 
dealers to buy the lot to get the 25 
per cent which is all they want, is 
sheer waste of paper.” 

Skipping over to The Philatelic 
Trader, also a publication under the 
management of the same Albert H. 
Harris, we find the following: 


“The ideal plan (which will prob- 
ably never be realized) is that every 
section of the catalogue should be ex- 
panded into a specialized handbouk, 
and issued sectionally with each sec- 
tion reprinted as often as justified by 
the demand. The trouble is that most 
catalogue publishers are doing quite 
nicely with their volumes as they are, 
thank you very much, and won’t be 
bothered to improve them because 
they are quite content with the profits 
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they are already making. And who 
can blame them for that?” 

This latter suggestion by Mr. Har- 
ris brings us right back to the sug- 
gestions made in Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News some weeks ago, that 
the entire catalogue should be built 
in the handbook form without any 
pricing and that the pricing can be 
done annually by listing merely a 
column of numbers for the number of 
the stamp, as given in the handbook 
and two columns of price figures, one 
for mint and one for used. Such a 
priced list would be profitably pub- 
lished at 50¢ per copy and would be a 
burden on no one, besides being a 
simple matter if Mr. Clark would get 
rid of his alphabet soup system of 
numbering. The numbers of some of 
our stamps now look call letters for 
radio stations, Frequency Modulation 
and all. 

Analyzing the Scott catalogue it 
should not take much trouble for any- 
one to realize that probably 50% of 
the surface of every printed page is 
now occupied by pretty pictures of 
the worlds offerings of stamps for 
collectors. These pictures in a refer- 
ence book used for classification and 
arrangement would not need be 
printed every year and if the dead 
countries were segregated from the 
live countries, Mr. Clark would need 
print an edition of these dead coun- 
tries only once every five or ten years 
or when the last edition had sold out. 
This would cut heavily into publish- 
ers profits but would save much ma- 
zuma for the collector. 

Then after we have disposed of the 
pictures by putting them into a hand- 
book, we have the prices to deal with 
and every column of price quotations 
in the Scott Catalogue could be re- 
duced to half its present width by 
putting only the number of the stamp 
and a price for mint and used, with- 
out any other matter in the columns. 
If you have time, you can readily 
figure about how many column inches 
would be necessary to produce the 
ANNUAL PRICE LIST if you will 
measure up the number of inches of 
space in the catalogue listings. 


If we admit that half the catalogue 
is pictures we find the following facts: 
For quick figuring we call the cata- 
logue as it now stands, 1500 pages. 
Half is pictures and that leaves but 
750 pages. If we reduce this by half, 
by setting the price columns half the 


_ width of the present columns, we will 


have but 375 pages and these pages 
with a paper back can be prepared and 
sold at 50c or in cloth for $1.00. 

As a matter of fact, this size will 
greatly reduce, probably pulling the 
actual number of pages down to 250 
or less because of the fact that if the 
price list was made in this manner, 
nothing need be included in the list 
except dates, numbers and prices. 

This is the proper solution for our 
stamp catalogue problems and 
whether we live to see it or not, it 
will come. 

The trend of the publishers the past 
few years to add everything to the 
catalogue that they felt they could 
add, thus increasing its size, is the 
quick way to kill their own goose. In- 
creased size means increased cost, in- 
creased cost means a higher price and 
a higher price is certain to finally re- 
sult in decreased sales, which again 
means increased cost of production 
and eventually ruin. 

Perhaps the present situation which 
if it lasts long enough will bring on 
priorities in paper as well as in steel 
and may solve the problem for the 
collector, and the publisher. .

Hexamination of same, about the only 


thing that could definitely be settled 
from such an examination would be 
to determine that they were prob- 
ably printed from the original plate 
for if perhaps any slight difference 
‘ould be noted it would be certain that 
the stamps were from a plate and not 
die proofs. If all appeared absolutely 
the same without any trace of hair 
line differences, it might be possible 
to say that the stamps were die proofs 
and not from a plate. Then the ques- 
tion of paper would arise and it seems 


i to be a settled fact that the paper is 
Mthat of the original issue. However 








Reading your long interesting article 


is there a paper difference in the 
printings of Perkins, Bacon and De 
la Rue? If so the period of the 
stamp can be determined. Other than 
this there is but one more thing that 
can be delved into and that is the 
cancellation. If the other known copies 
are cancelled then it should be ad- 
mitted that a general similarity of 
the cancellations on the other copies 
would indicate that the cancellations 
may have been applied by the same 
person and probably at the same time. 


The fact as to whether the cancel- 
lations are of the same general period 
of time and by time we mean in a 
certain definite range of years, could 
probably be shown by Laboratory 
examination in a Laboratory such as 
that of the Philatelic Research Lab- 
oratories in New York, for it is a 
fact that there are definite known 
periods of years for the different kinds 
of inks and an examination under the 
microscope can tell if the inks in the 
cancellations on the stamps are all of 
asimilar period of years which would 
have to be from about 1855 to 1865 or 
whether the inks may have come from 
‘a period several years later. 


To be genuinely used copies, if the 
stamp was an actual error of issue, 
the stamp must have been used about 
1865 or prior thereto. If microscopic 
examination of the cancellation ink 
would reveal that the ink used for 
cancelling is of a period later than 
1865, then the stamps can definitely 
be marked as with faked cancellation 
Which would go a long way toward 
definitely marking the whole stamp 
as not a legitimate issue. 

A new point which may sound fan- 
tastic is brought up by Mr. C. F. 
Richards and altho we say it sounds 
fantastic, Mr. Richards is so well 
known as an expert on stamps that 
We are glad to quote his theory which 
Should be of interest. 

' Mr. Richards says, “I have been 


about the black Cape of Good Hope. 
Of course I have read of this before, 
and every time I have wondered if 
the black would wash off. Many years 
ago I bought a small collection and 
in it I found years later a nice Great 
Britain *33, but in black. (This is the 
common 1d red). It looked in color 
just like the Penny Black, and I did 
not know whether I had run across 
something new or what. Eventually it 
went to Mr. Seymour in London. He 
advised giving it a bath in household 
ammonia. I did so and out of the bath 
it came a normal red. I suppose none 
of the owners of Cape 4d blacks would 
care to try that experiment. 

Perhaps Mr. Richards has some- 
thing there. This would sound like 
the most logical solution. My own 
knowledge of chemistry would not 
permit me to definitely say that the 
4p blue Cape could be changed to a 
black and even if so, could it be re- 
stored to its normal blue color if 
once changed. 

Here then is a problem for some of 
our stamp collector chemists, Perhaps 
Mr. Froom the well known Philatelic 
Color expert can solve this problem 
for us. 

My own personal evperience with 
color changelings have shown me 
dozens of different stamps in colors 
other than their natural and real 
color and it is entirely possible that 
this simple solution as suggested by 
Mr. Richards might be the answer to 
the whole problem. 

With the assistance of a local Phi- 
latelist who has a smattering of chem- 
istry in his learning, some experiments 
will be made which may solve this 
problem. 


Under date of 
November 27, 
the Pan- 
American Union from its offices in 
Washington, D. C., announces that 
definite plans have been worked out 
whereby samples of postage stamps 
of the Pan-American Nations will be 
supplied to the Union at Washington, 
much in the same manner as sample 
sets are supplied to the International 
Postal Union at Berne, Switzerland. 

Further than this the Pan-Ameri- 
can Union announces that Mexico, has 
already fallen in line with the pro- 
posal and has supplied the Union with 
all stamps issued during 1941. 

It is the intention of the Pan-Ameri. 
can Union to make the stamps so re 
ceived available to clubs and other 
accredited organizations for display 
purposes. So soon as the plan has pro- 
gressed to such an extent that a va- 
riety of stamps are available, plans 
for their loan to clubs and other or- 
ganizations will be worked out. Stamp

For many years 
past the Editor 
of this paper has 
given suggestions and advice to many 
dealers, some of whom have written 
years later and expressed thanks and 
appreciation for friendly help. In the 
past year, we have on several occa- 
sions made suggestions to a certain 
dealer as to what would sell if offered. 
We are able to formulate these opin- 
ions and thoughts because of the fact 
that we see the results that are ob- 
tained by others in certain fields. We 
have nothing to sell ourselves in the 
way of stamps, yet watching the trend 
of affairs in the stamp market and 
in advertising, we do know at times, 
just what will sell and what will not. 

Right now there is a considerable 
bit of advertising appearing in one of 
our contemporary publications as a 


result of a certain suggestion that 
we made to one of the dealers who 
is a regular user of space in our col- 
umns. But when this dealer wished 
to try out the suggestions we made, 
he goes elsewhere to make the trial 
and that it is successful is apparent 
by the amount of space he has been 
using. 

The irony of the situation is that a 
few years back, when we and many 
other papers were carrying this cer- 
tain type of advertising, several large 
dealers in this country wanted us to 
refuse space for copy of that nature, 
for various reasons, and the paper 
now carrying the advertising we are 
referring to, did not carry the pre- 
vious copy of this other party and 
we were cited this fact and were told 
that this publication would not carry 
the advertising we were carrying. 
Personally, however, we never heard 
of the publication turning down a 
nickles worth of copy that they could 
crowd into their columns, for any rea- 
son whatever. Seems, our best policy 
should be to let the dealers learn 
for themselves how to sell their 
stamps.

A new postal card showing the pic- 
ture of Dr. Jose Rizal (same design as 
stamps issued on April 14, 1941) 
printed in green was issued by the 
Bureau of Posts on November 14. The 
denomination is 2 centavos. Below the 
design, the letters “O.B.” in small 
type are printed. Total issue is 203,- 
000, according to the postal authori- 
ties. 





Total issue of the 2c Rizal issued on 
April 14, 1941, was 60,000,000 for the 
regular stamps, and 20,000,000 over- 
printed with “O.B.”, according to of- 
ficial figures given to this correspon- 
dent by the Bureau of Posts.

No British War Stamps 





Collectors and dealers in Britain 
have often made the suggestion to 
the Government that British collec- 
tors and the collecting fraternity at 
large would appreciate some small 
contribution from the British Post- 
office in the way of a War Stamp or 
a short series of such stamps, but ap- 
parently the suggestions are falling 
on deaf ears. 

“Stamp Collecting” one of the lead- 
ing British Weekly papers edited by 
Douglas Armstrong has this to say 
regarding the possibilities of an is- 
sue of war stamps. 

“A communication on the subject, 
emanating from G.P.O. Headquarters, 
that has been brought to our notice, re- 
veals the same non possumus attitude 
that, alas, is so characteristic of our 
British bureaucracy. All the time worn, 
and out-worn, arguments are again 
trotted out in an attempt to prove that 
it would be against the policy and be- 
neath the dignity of H.M. Post Office 
to “‘seek to derive revenue from the sale 
of stamps to philatelists.” (Apparently 
the official mind cannot differentiate be- 
tween providing a few novelties for 
schoolboy collectors to stick in their 
albums and the raising from the public 
at large of a very considerable financial 
contribution to the nation’s war effort!) 

“The old bogey of the difficulty in se- 
curing suitable designs and of reproduc- 
ing them in the restricted dimensions of 
a normal postage stamp is once more 
revived, without apparent regard to the 
fact that what can be accomplished by 
other post offices is surely not beyond 
the powers of our own.” 


“Seek to derive revenue from the 
sale of stamps to philatelists.” Note 
particularly that part of the state- 
ment and then ask the British Gov- 
ernment if they are not gladly ac- 
cepting the thousands upon thousands 
of dollars or pounds that are being 
poured into their war coffers through 
the sacrifice of many of the largest 
and finest collections of stamps owned 
by patriotic British citizens as at- 
tested by the unending offers at Auc- 
tion both in Britain and in America 
of the cream of the British stamp col- 
lections. 

What “saving of face” is there in 
their refusal to issue a few cheap 
penny or tuppenny stamps that col- 
lectors might treasure as souvenirs 
of this present world conflict. For 
shame.

The Due Skeleton 


Mr. Herbert MacDonald conducting 
the Questions and Answers column in 
the OPTIMIST recently wrote that 
the reason for the discontinuance of 
the precanceling of postage dues was 
because ‘They were easily removed 
from mail and used again.’ I was al- 
ways under the impression that it was 
because the department thought it un- 
necessary to pay the cost of precan- 
celling the dues as any quick means 
of cancelling them was sufficient such 
as drawing a crayon over them ete. 
Unless I am unaware of a lot of facts 
there can be no reuse of postage dues 
unless the postal clerks themselves 
would be crooked, no reuse as we gen- 
erally recognize it could happen be- 
cause no permit holder has any right 
to have valid postage due stamps in 
his possession. Some ways and means 
could be thought of whereby they 
might be used but in each case it 
would involve cooperation of the 
postal officials and that is hardly very 
plausible. The discontinuance of pre- 
cancelling postage dues was at a time 
that a show for rigid economy was 
the thing and was more or less a 
large gob of hooey. Now that things 
have eased up a bit no one has 
thought about lifting the ban and may 
not for a while yet. This Xmas season 
may see some postage dues precan- 
celled.

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Czecho-Slovak Philatelic Society 
of North America 





During the past 20 years several at- 
tempts had been made to weld the 
collectors of the postal issues of 
Czechoslovakia into a national organ- 
ization. However, due to the lack of 
a definite program the various under- 
takings never fully materialized until 
in January 1939. 

It was then that several specialists 
residing in New York and Chicago got 
together in order to work out a pro- 
gram which would make membership 
a worthwhile one. Finally invitations 
were sent out to a selected group of 
collectors. In consequence the society 
was actually founded on March 17th, 
1939 with a membership roster of 23. 
Since then the society has grown 
steadily and today is firmly estab- 
lished with over one hundred members 
in the United States, including a few 
associate members in Canada and 
Australia. 

As is the case with similar groups 
of collectors a percentage of mem- 
bers of the society are top notch spe- 
cialists who are nationally known and 
who possess very large collections. 
The majority, however, consists of 
collectors who are more or less ad- 
vanced. It is felt that of the latter 
group there are still many who are 
unaware of the existence of the 
Czechoslovak Philatelic Society and 
for whom membership would become 
a decided advantage. Though plans 
call for improvements and additions 
the following things are at present 
offered to members: 

1) Receipt of monthly magazine “The 
Czechoslovak Specialist” which is con- 
stantly being enlarged and improved 
upon and brings to members all things 
of philatelic interest. Original articles 
written by staff of experts are also 
constantly published. 

2) Exchange and Sales Department. 
About one hundred approval books, 
containing specialized and regular 
material at very fair prices are cir- 
culating all year round, 

3) Access to large, specialized library, 
which contains standard works, mag- 
azines and articles about the issues of 
Czechoslovakia, written in several 
languages 

4) Board of Experts who give their 
opinion as to genuineness of items 
submitted. 

The society maintains chapters in 
New York and Chicago which hold 
monthly meetings. At each one of 
these various and always novel fea- 
tures are offered. At the present time 
several University Professors from 
Czechoslovakia who have found Ref- 


uge in this country as lecturers speak 
to chapter members, chiefly discussing 
Czechoslovakia history. Due to the 
reputation of these men the meetings 
attract many non member philatelists, 

Officers of the society are elected 
for a term of two years. The present 
board of executives consists of the 
following: President: Dr. Wm. Reiner- 
Deutsch, Jackson Heights, N. Y., 1st 
Vice President: Fred W. Peters, Chi- 
cago, Ill., 2nd Vice Pres., Louis A, 
Ruzicka, Oakland, Cal., Treasurer: Guy 
Greenawalt, Washington, D.C., Secre- 
tary J. W. Lowey, New York, N. ¥, 

Membership in the society is open 
to collectors of both sexes who are 
over 21 years of age. The secretary 
will be glad to mail to those interested 
a copy of the society’s magazine and 
give additional information if desired, 
His name and address: J. W. Lowey, 
201 Marcy Place, Bronx, N.Y.

With the Xmas shopping going full 
steam, the N. Y. Department stores 
which have stamp departments seem 
to be doing a nice business. I was in 
several stores and the stamp counters 
were crowded with people buying, al- 
bums and packets seemed to be the 
best sellers. 





I was visiting a dealer when said 
dealer was offered a very nice Cana- 
dian Collection. The seller had put in 
a lot of time and work on this col- 
lection and had the complete history 
of the Canadian Postal Service. Of 
course many of the better stamps 
were missing although space was pro- 
vided for them. The owner was sadly 
disappointed in the dealers offer, 
(which I considered very fair) until 
the dealer asked him, did he collect 
for pleasure or for investment. He 
admitted dollars couldn’t pay for the 
pleasure he had received from the 
collection. 





A few days later, I had the pleasure 
of looking at one of the nicest collec- 
tions which I have ever seen. A col- 
lection featuring religious items. The 
collection was in 12 home made 
binders. Very well written up, and 
beautifully mounted. The owner told 
me the collection had cost him about 
$100 to date, and that he had 12 years 
fun and personal satisfaction. I told 
him about the Canadian Collection, 
and he then asked me to evaluate his 
collection. I did and told him it was 
worth about $40 to a dealer. He said 
that the price was very good, but all 
that he was interested in was 
pleasure. 





Foreign mail from Europe indicated 
that there are many new items which 
the N. Y. importers know nothing 
about.
